Blast Scene 6Worse 
Than A Battlefie 


POUT IIUUON, Mich. (AIM 


— Carnage described as "worse 
than a battlefield" greeted Ihe 
first rescuers who descended 
into the nearly— completed 
water tunnel where a 
thun- 


derous explosion killed 22 men 
Saturday. 


"This is the worst thing I've 


ever seen in my life," said 25- 
year-old Robert Mecse of the 
Burlchville Township Fire De- 
partment. "As soon as we en- 
tered the tunnel I saw at least 12 
(o IS bodies — guys I knew were 
dead. 


"There were bodies with no 


heads or arms, and (heir clothes 
were 
ripped right off their 


bodies. 


"Seven guys were alive thai I 


could count," Meese said. 
"Some were moaning: others 
were praying for help." 


The explosion was so violent, 


said Tire Chief Lincoln Har- 
rington, that air ducts made out 
of corrugated 
metal were 


shredded and rolled up into 
balls. 


The rescuers, he said, had to 


make their way past lorn metal 
with knife-like edges and heavy 
machinery tossed about by the 
blast. 


The only smell was "like wa- 


ter that comes out of your car 
radiator," 
Michael Ilelmrich, 


22, of Port Huron, said. "It was 
a rusty smell." 


"I've smelled (hat before," 


said the first-aid instructor with 
Kastcrn Ambulances. "It's 
blood." 


flim Whipplc of Port Huron, 


a nearby resident, said Ihe ex- 
plosion "sounded like a sonic 
boom." 


"I looked out the window and 


stuff was flying into the air — 
lunch baskets, safety helmets 
and water — and this stuff flew 
up 2(H) feel." Whipplc said. 


Millers who escaped or were 


on the surface watched with a 
gathering crowd of spectators 


as the injured were brought out 
of Ihe shaft. Miners and rescue 
workers often broke down and 
cried as the extent of the trage- 
dy became clear. 


"I'm 
not going down there 


again," said one miner, throw- 
ing his hard hat away. "I'm 
never going into one of those 
damn things again." 


As word spread and wives be- 


gan arriving to pick up their 
husbands from work, a growing 
crowd of fearful relatives began 
congregating at Ihe t u n n e l 
entrance. Darkness decended 
and floodlights lit Ihe scene 


l-atcr, officials led the rela- 


tives lo a construction shed near 
the lunnel, where 
they

crying ami comforting 
each 


other. Many of the miners were 
members of families which fol- 
lowed mine construction work 
throughout 
the country, and 


some rescuers were looking for 
brothers or fathers or sons.

PORT HUUON, Mich. <AP)- 


A former safety inspector on the 
Lake Huron water 
tunnel, 


where 22 men died in a violent 
explosion Saturday, charged to- 
day thill his superiors had ig- 
nored safely so they could stay 
on schedule in construction <?f 
Roger Robaud, 30, of Mount 
Pleasant in a copyrighted in- 
terview with the Detroit News. 


There was no immediate 


comment from those in charge 
of the big project which is lo 
supply water to metropolitan 
Detroit and some other commu- 
nities. Kobaud's charges were 
leveled almost at the hour that 
learns of federal and stale in- 
vestigators were slated lo enter 
the six mile long lunnel shaft to 
see if there were any additional 
Ixidies and lo seek clues as lo 
(lie cause of the explosion (hat 
tossed men 
and 
machinery 


about in the underwater lunnel. 


Gerald Remus, general man- 


ager of the Detroit Metropolitan 
Water Services (DMWS) said it 
was impossible to tell as yet 
how much damage had been 
done to the $120 million project 
which had been expected (o 
supply water to Detroit by July. 


Authorities said their first 


concern was to probe through 
some of (he tangled wreckage to 
see if any more workmen had 
been pinned under the debris. 
Robaud, who worked on the 
project for about a year before 
he left May 21, said, 'Ibe whole 
project was just full of negli- 
gence. I am jusi amazed that 
Ihe horrible working conditions 
did not cause something like 
Ibis a long lime ago. 


Remus was at the tunnel 


area today (o direct Ihe search 
for possible additional bodies. 


"We think we have all of them 


out," said a grim-faced (ierald 
Remus, DMWS manager. "But 
if yoiisaw lhal tangled-np mess 
of debris, you'd understand how 
somebody could still be down 
(here."

- Some workmen, labor offi- 
cials and rescuers theorized 
Sunday thai an offshore drilling 
operation may have caused the 
thunderous "xplosion which 
killed 22 miners in a six-mile 
long water tunnel here Satur- 
day.

drilling operation said he was

The drilling operation was in- 


stalling a ventilation shaft at 


the far end of Ihe tunnel, five 
miles out in Lake Huron, It 
broke through into the tunnel 
Saturday afternoon about 
lid 


minutes before the explosion. 


Some workers and labor offi- 


cials theorized the drilling may 
have released a pocket of natu- 
ral gas, which seeped about five 
miles along Ihe shaft to be 
ignited by a spark from ma- 
chinery.

drilled through 200 feet of the 
lake hottom and into the roof of 
the tunnel at least one hour and 
20 minutes before the explosion. 


"If anything," he said, "the 


ventilator shaft 
would 
have 


allowed ttie gas to escape." 


The shaft was designed 
to 


provide ventilation for work- 
men who will construct the ver- 
tical intake tunnel and intake 
valve on Ihe lake floor. 


The present contractor on the 


intake shaft is the third to tackle 
that portion of Ihe project. The 
intake construction lias been 
plagued with problems from the

The Great Balancing Act 


^Tis The Season To Be 
Merry - And Wary 


Retail sales rise sharply in December 


for the very good reason that Santa 
Claus can not do Hie job all by himself. 


Unfortunately the same uptrend oc- 


curs in a lowlier endeavor. 


Robbery jumps alarmingly. 
The Christmas season is a working 


Holiday for thieves, muggers, 
purse 


snatchers and shoplifters. 


The FBI pegs the December robbery 


rate at 20 to 30 per cent greater than 
that for the year as a whole. 


Policing this seasonal disturbance is 


of such magnitude that the National 
Guard would have to be called up to 
supplement the manpower available in 
established enforcement agencies. 


This 
difficulty 
is 
one 
of several 


rationales which have prompted the 
revival of an idea which traces back 
over 4,000 years ago. 


Hammurabi, the king of Babylon, 


was the lawgiver of his age. If Moses' 
Ten Commandments are to be regarded 
as acclesiastical in nature, Hammurabi 
would rank as the first secular law 
man in history. 


His Babylonian Code required local 


officialdom to compensate robbery vic- 
tims where the thief was not caught. 
Should the robber be apprehended, the 
restitution was 
the 
first 
order 
of 


business, to be followed by cutting off 
'he right hand or a complete dispatch 
of the criminal. 


Ethelbert, an early Saxon king, de- 


creed a schedule of payments from the 
royal 
treasury 
to victims of crime 


ranging from adultery to murder. 


The Norman Conquest infiltrated a 


different life style in the British isles. 


Among 
other 
things, 
it 
imposed 


feudalism upon what was 
a mixed 


society of free men and thralls. 


One legal opposite in feudalism is to 


regard crime as punishable from two 
sources, the victim's own revenge and 
the 
overlord's 
obligation 
to protect 


those under allegiance to him. 


Through the centuries the English 


law gradually expunged the concept of 
personal vengeance and made crime 
the sole responsibility of the state to 
control. 


This shift 
in emphasis completely

Even so, the time is long overdue to 


shed fewer tears for the criminal and 
pay greater attention to his victim. 


Everyone Makes Them 


Balancing a checkbook can 
be a 


trying experience, especially for some- 
one with an active account 
and a 


penchant for dropping a digit now and 
then. It might in fact result in em- 
barrassing communications from 
the 


bank and creditors. 


So it is possible to be both sympa- 


thetic and amazed that an institution

The fact re- 
mains, however, thai the law 
will lake a hard look at any 
particular poll before putting 
faith in ils findings.

About 100 signatures will be 
needed, he said, to get the 
issue on the ballot. 


The CIC has been attacking 


city council handling of the 
$65,000 installation project for 
several months and has forced 
a recall election of four of the 
council's five members as a 
result. The recall election is 
^scheduled for Jan. 10. 


CIC officials 
contend 
the 


council misled the public into 
believing the firm had agreed 
to pay for the installation and 
that, in actually borrowing 
funds from (he firm to finance 
the work, violated provisions 
of the city charter and state 
law. 


The 
council 
on Dec. 2 


approved seeking authorization 
from the state for issuing the 
bond sale to raise funds to 
repay the firm's $53,280 loan, 
the interest on it, and miscel- 
laneous project costs such as 
engineering. 


Officials said the 
project 


cost 
would 
be 
under 
the 


$65,000 but that the $10,000 
more being sought in the bond 
sale was recommended by the 
council'.s bonding consultants 
to cover any additional costs. 


In announcing its petition 


drive, the CIC questions if the 
added $10,000 isn't to be used

Palisades A-Plant Study Revealed 


No Fog, Icing Problems Expected

SOUTH HAVEN — A study 


of possible environmental ef- 
fects 
from 
cooling 
towers 


proposed for the Palisades 
Nuclear Power Plant in Co- 
vert township predicts no sig- 
nificant increase in fog or 
icing conditions for area com- 
munities, 


The study was conducted to 


determine if the thousands of 
gallons of water that will be 
evaporated into the air by the 
towers will effect the environ- 
ment. It was conducted by the 
Environmental Safeguards Di- 
vision of the NUS corporation, 
Rockville, Md. for Consumers 
Power company, owners of the 
$125 million plant. 


Consumers 
agreed 
earlier 


this year to install an evapora- 
tive heat dissipation system at 
P a l i s a d e s after environ- 
mentalists successfully block- 
ed 
operation of 
the 
plant 


because the company planned 
to discharge warmed water 
into Lake Michigan. 


The 
conservationists c o n- 


tended b e f o r e an Atomic 
Energy commission licensing 
hearing that warm water dis- 
charges would upset the eco- 
logical balance of the area. 


Consumers agreed to install 


$21 million worth of mechani- 
cal draft cooling towers. The 
two towers, each 
measuring 


420 feet in length, will be 
nestled between sand dunes 
several hundred feet south of 
the plant. 


"The probability of fog for- 


mation or fog persistence in 
the immediate area of the 
plant will be increased by the 
addition of moisture from the 
cooling system effluent," the 
study determined. 


The. study admits that the 


extent of change remains a 
big question. The most dra- 
matic change is expected to be 


within the boundaries of the 
company's property.

tential 
hazard 
will 
be 
to 


vehicular traffic using Blue 
Star Memorial highway and 
Interstate 196. Both highways 
pass the site. The. study said 
that icing would occur on the

The natural occurence of fog 


and 
icing conditions in the 


Covert and South Haven area 
w a s d e t e r m i n e d using 
meteorological data collected 
at the Muskegon county air- 
port. The Muskegon airport 


data was considered represen- 
tative of conditions at 
the 


Palisades site because of the 
proximity of both areas to the 
eastern shore of Lake Michi- 
gan. The Muskegon data was 
based on observations between 
January, 1949 and May, 1953. 


The study first 
determined 


conditions under which natural 
fog occurs in the area. The 
results concluded that: 


Fog conditions are depend- 


ent on wind direction and most 
likely will occur when winds 
are from the east, southwest, 
south southwest or southerly 
directions. 


Kog is more likely to occur 


under neutral and stable con- 
ditions predominantly between 
the hours of 10 a.m. and 9 
p.m. and is most often ob- 
served when there is cloud 
cover. From the

data it was determined that 75 
per 
cent of 
fog 
occurence 


came 
with a 100 per 
cent 


overcast sky. 


Thirty seven percent of all 


hours of natural fog occur 
d uring 
December, 
January 


and February. This high inci- 
dence of fog conditions results 
from the vertical moisture flex 
from the relatively warm lake 
water to the cold dry air and 
the f r e q u e n t passages of 
frontal systems.

in fog formation is humidity

Michigan Legislature aims to 
wind up business by Wednes- 
day, escaping for the holidays. 


Five months of loggerheads 


and political arm-wrestling 
over Hie $500 million plus wel- 
fare budget appears to have 
opened the door to a com- 
promise that would fill in the 
blanks of a $2.07 billion state 
government spending ledger. 


But Gov. William Millikcn's 


"priority" legislative goal—a 
two-cent boost in the scvcn- 
cents-a-gallon state gasoline tax 
to raise some $87.6 million for 
t r a n s portation programs— 
faces a rough road. 


The sticky point for many ur- 


ban and outstate lawmakers 
alike is the proposal to earmark 
six-tenths of a cent for mass 
transit—about $26 million—of 


. which Detroit could receive 


about $19 million. 


Michigan fuel taxes histori- 


cally have been preserved for 
highway development. 
Some 


lawmakers say they are not 
willing to consider urban mass 
transitas acceptable under that 
definition. 


Efforts to pass the tax in- 


crease Friday in the House 
were broken off in the face of 
certain 
defeat. Backers 
said 


they would repackage the pro- 
posal for a new thrust this week.
